in a Whirl pit, not without the Efuſion of the 
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zen Farms one under another, than -to ſpend 
fo much Time, Toil and Labour altogether in

when you think to have the Benefit of it, you 
ſhall ſee it afterwards come to nothing, and 
moulder away like a rotting Orange. If the 


Soil be barren, all the Dunging in the world 
will never do it any good, yet the more barren 
it is, the more will the Soil cleave and gape 
for Moiſture, the Sands of Arabia are not fo 
thirſty ; if the Soil prove fruitful, they then 
fo overſtock it with variety of Flowers and 
| Colours, ſo tire out Art with Inventions to 
beautify Nature, that when Winter comes 
there is hardly a Leaf left to cover the Ground. 
 Asto the Colour of the Soil, you ſhall have it 
very much vary, for in ſome Places you ſhall 
meet with a Sandy Mould, which is generall 
very. rank and very hot in its Temperature, ſo 
' that it requires the greateſt Labour of all to 
| manure it; ſometimes you ſhall light upon a 
kind of a Yhite Chalk or marly kind of a Soil, 
not ſo difficult to manure, and beſides, the 
Heart of the Ground will be ſoon eaten out; 
ſometimes you meet with a Brown Mould, 
| which is of two forts, either /2zbt Brown, or 
| dark Brown. Husbandmen generally take

Allow; take which you will, but if you meet 


with a Black-Soil, be ſure you take ſhort 
Leaſes, and ſit at an eaſy Rent; leſt your Back 
pay for the Tillage, for you mult Jabour there 
Night and Day, and all little enough : To tell 


you the truth, chuſe which of them you wall,
